Sad Death of 
Mr. Walter Landymore 


at Edmonton 


For the second week in succession it is 
our painful duty te record a sudden death, 
Mr. Waltter-Landymore was on his way 
with some hopae to sell, on Wednesday 
week whilet in Edmonton be was suddenly 
seized with an attack from which he ex- 
pired. Mr. Landymore had not been in 
his usual health for some time, and a few 
months ago consulted a specialist in Cal- 
gary. He was born in Suffolk, England, 
in 1869, came to Canada in 1887 and re- 
sided in the east for a number of years, 
coming west he located in Midnapore 
and lived there for some years, removing 
to this district 17 years ago. Mr. Landy- 
more was of a rather reserved disposition, 
aclose observer of nature, alover of botany 
and animal life, and was much interested 
in matters pertaining to natural phil- 
osophy and the deeper things of life, he 
was of a most unselfish nature, and will 
be greatly missed by all who knew him, 
He had been.a Councillor of the Rosebud 
Municipality for the iast two years. Mr. 
Landymore leaves two daughtersand two 
sons to mourn their loss, also three brot- 
hers and one sister in England, a brother 
in Calgary, and brother George and two 
sisters Mrs. Borbridge and Mrs. Garwood 
in this district. 

The remains arrived from Edmonton 
on the noon train on Friday last and were 
conveyed to the deceased’s late residence.

London, — Direct action proposed 
by British Labor's triple alliance in 
the form of a referendum on political 
subjects, is said by the Evening News 
to have been killed by the refusal of 
the transport workers’ federation to 
take part in it. The newspaper said

The triple alliance is composed of 
the railwaymen, transport workers 
and miners. The alliance on July 23 
decided to take a vote of its mem- 
bers on Labor's political demands, 
including conscription, Russian inter- 
vention, the release of conscientious 
objectors and the use of the military 
in labor disputes.

Not to Sacrifice their Stock 


The Department of Agriculture has 
appointed John Glendenning to receive 
cattle to consignors in Southern Alberta 
and dispose of them at the Calgary Stock 
Yards and make returns to consignors 
as is done by gegular commission merch 
ants. This is to check the sale of stock 
to speculative buyers who are coming the 
country in which the people are suffer- 
ing most from drought. 

Owners of cattle are warned by the 
department that there is no need of sacrif- 
icing cattle stock at the prices which 
some of them are being sold for at preseut. 
The open stock yards at Calgary and 
Edmonton are absorbing all-stock at a 
fair price at present. Farmers in Central 
and Northern Alberta aresending in orders 
for stock and the consigning of stock to 
central markets is the right method of 
selling. 
the consignor and likewise the least ex- 
pense to the purchaser. The farmers,o 
Central and Northern Alberta can nearly 
all stand increases to thei: cattle stock. 
In addition to this demand there will be 
no Jess that four thousand head of cattle 
purchased during the next two months. 
It is desirable that these not be offered 
all at once but should be moved into the 
market gradually, The kind’ of stock 
most desired is yearling and two year old 
heifers with a limited number of dairy 
cows, Shippers who wish their stock to 
be handled by the. department should 
consign direet to Mr. John Glendenning 
at Calgary. It may be consigned likewise 
to any of the regular commission firms 
at Calgary and Edmonton, The .Live 
Stock Commissioner aiaettaontcn should 
be notified of the snaking of shipments 
in order to have forwa’ pureinne® who 
are getting cattle under the provisions of 
the Live Stock Encouragement Act.
